Check, or Money Order, in the amount of five percent (5%) of the amount BID. Such guarantee shall be made payable to 

or in favor of the BOARD OF LAKE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS, and will be held as a guarantee that in the event the BID is 

accepted and a contract awarded to the BIDDER, the Contract will be duly executed and its performance properly secured.  

The successful bidder will be required to execute the contract within ten (10) days after the award to him/her.  In case of 

failure to execute the contract as stated, the bidder shall be considered to have abandoned the contract and is then liable 

for the difference between his/her bid and the next lowest bid, not to exceed ten percent (10) of the amount bid.
